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RACING AT HAWTHORNE. 



The drnbbiuK the Hawthorne ring received 
jeeterday over the victories of Camero and 
Talla Fonso was fierce. Carnero was heavily 
backed by form players and the talent, but the 
play on Tulla Fonso was foreign, and most of 
the money taken out of the ring will go straight 
to St. Lonis. 

There was a big contingent on band from 
that point, owinr to its b^ing an off day there 
and it seemed that they came up especially to 
back Tulla Fonso. The filly’s best price was 31 
to 1, but at post time 8 to 5 was the highest 
quotation in the ring. Thera was a St. Lonis 
jockey, Vitatce, on hand to ride the ’ good 
thing,” and he handled her to psrfsction. The 
boy waited patiently in second place uniil the 
stretch was reached and then going to the front i 
like a flash, he landed the purse by an open 
length. 

Carnero had Cherry Leaf to b?at at nine fur- 
longs. Both carried 112 pounc sand both were 
fit to run the race of their lives. Contrary to 
all expectations Carnero went out to set the 
pace and he made it a fsst cue. Beauchamp 
let Jim Murphy's stake hoise gallop along as 
be pies sod and reeling off the first mile in 1 :401 
he was far enough in front to loaf if he chose, 
but the boy kept him going and be woo by six 
lengths in 1 :!i2l. The horse could easily have 
ran a second faster if he had been pushed to the 
limit. 

The fact that Carnero is back to hie best form 
again speaks well for Jim Murphy. He has 
nursed the horse along with rate patience for 
about two years, and has finally leceived his 
reward. A less conservative man would have 
either or-iken the horse down or given up in 
disgust long before this. 

Unsightly, with 115 pounds and Jcckey Vita- 
toe up, won the second race off by herself. She 
was the favorite, and beat the barrier by about 
two lengths. After that nothing ever got within 
striking distance of her. She is truly a fine 
filly and is being very judiciously placed. 

There was a big bunch r f fifteen maidens in 
the first race, which Maurice W. won rather 
banoiiy from Brown Dick. The latter swerved 
all over the track in the stretch and acted like 
some men do when overloided with Kentucky 
champagne. ^ ^ 

The fifi.h was a three-quarters of a mile dash 
for two-year-olds, and Lew Kraft coming 
through the stretch with a rush woo handily 
«nongh at the end. Tildee, the favorite for this 
race, was ronghly treated and did not finish in 
the first three. 

Aureole, despite a bad ride, proved au easy 
winner in the closing mile and a sixteenth race. 

The wtather was cool, the track fast, but the 
attendance was hardly up to the standard. 

GOSSIP OP THK TURF. 



The judges at Hawthorne have made the fol- 
owing statenaeni and recommendation in the 
case of jockey Gray : 

Un Angast 8th we suspended jockey C. Gray 
pending investigation of his ride on the horse 
Incidental, a legitimate contender in the first 
race of that day. In tue race in question the 
horse was running easily in fifth position. Near- 
ing the half-mile post, under a stiong pull. Gray 
commenced tsaing bis hor.e back every stride, 
and continued doing so until he was almost 
last and folly twenty five lengths behiua the 
leaders, thereoy destroying any p< sdbli chance 
of his winning the race. Hu kept in this posi- 
tion until coming into the stretch and then b i- 
gan to move up. \^'hen inside the rixteeuth 
post, close in on the rail, be drew his whip and 
made a feeble exhibition of riding, finishing 
about six lengths benind the winner In ex- 
planation Gray said ho rode hard all the way to 
get to the front. \Ve are satisfied ha rode pur- 
posely to lose, and evidently took advantage of 
the large field in the race, thinking his riding 
would not be observed. 

His suspension from all privileges will con- 
tinue iudefiuiiely, and wo furthtr recommend 
to the license Committee of the Americm Turf 
Congress that his license as j ck> y be revoked 
forthwith.

CASSIDY A VD HOUC K’S CASE. 

Colonel W. L. Cassidy and jockey Houck were 
ruled off by the ssewards of tbe racing depart- 
ment of the St. Lonis Fair Association last 
Saturday, for reasons set forth in tbe following 
official statement: 

"W. L. Cassidy and Charles Houck are this 
day ruled off tbe turf. After carefully weighing 
the evideuce at band it has been determined 
that both the above parties have seriously vio- 
lated tbe American racing rules, under which 
the St. Lonis Fair Associati <n rffees are run. 
In the matter of tbe Jimp and Parole d’Or race 
of August 1, we find that Colonel Cassidy bet 
$600 on Jimp, »f which $50 was for jockey Houck, 
who bad tbe mount on Parole d’Or, a contend- 
ing horse in tbe race. 

•Tn the absence of further testimony this 
would be eofficient to rule both parties off. 
Rule 18, of tbe racing rules says : 

’’ ’Jockeys will not ba allowed to bet except on 
horses which they are riding. For any violation 
of this rule the offender will be ruled off.’ 

‘’Rule 181 of the racing rules says: 'If any 
person, without making it known to tbe offi- 
cials, is a part (>wner, or acts as trainer, of any 
horse in which a jockey possesses any interest, 
or who makes any b»t with or on behalf of any 
jcckey, nnless a horse he is riding or wh-j offers 
or makes, except throngh hts employer or tbs 
owner or trainer of the horse ridden, a jockey 
any present, money or other reward in connec- 
tion with his riding of any race, sneb person so 
effending shall be ruled off the course.’ 

“Futtlier than that, we have elicited the fact, 
admitted by Houck under oatb, that in tba 
Moraliet-Jimp race of July 27, while tbe horses 
were (.n tbeir way to tbe post, Gassiay called 
Houck, who was riding Jimp, to him and said: 
’*’1 am betting ou Moralist. If yon find yon 
are beaten, help Moralist all you cau.’ 

“This might or might not have been an invita- 
tion to tbe boy to pall Jimp, but it certainly was 
a request to him to take care, by rough riding, 
of any horse likely to beat Moralist in tbe race. 
Houck's riae in this race brought a sharp repri- 
mand from the judges, as be allowed bis horse 
to fall entirely too far out of tbe race, and came 
with a rosh when too late. Moralist winning. In 
Jimp’s next start, July 29, Cassidy bet $d 00 on 
Jimp and gave Honck $50 when be won tbe 
race. 

’’Cassidy, when before the board, first refused 
to admit that be knew Honck was on Parole 
d’Or, claim ng that Hooek bad always ridden 
Jimp, and be thought be was on him. Later, 
Cassidy admitted that he knew Honck was on 
Parole d’Or. 

"Cassidy admits talking to Honck in tbe pad 
dock before the race, when he had on Parole 
d’Or’s number and colors, and the boy admits 
that as be left the scales room after tbe race 
Cassioy called him to account for riding the 
race out. Houck claims that Cassidy bad bat 
on Jimp before be saw him, and that woeu be 
(Cassidy) told bim that ha bad $50 bet oa Jimp 
for him he laughed and walked away. 

“Cassidy, on the other baud, in bis evidence, 
all of which was taken nnuer oatb in the pres- 
ence of a notary, swears that Houck sent f.«r 
him. told bim Jimp was a certain winner and 
advised him to bet on bim, at tbe same time 
asking him to bst $50 for bim. 

“We find further that Houck was allowed by 
Cassidy to b:>t on credit in tbe ring and charge 
tbe bets to bis (Cassidy’s) account. 

“Cassidy furnished us with a list of owners 
and trainers for whom be was betting, bat the 
bets were placed in all cases on horses which the 
owners i r trainers were interested in. W’bile in 
Some cases ibe information given to Cassidy was 
perhaps a breach of trust on tbs part of some 
tiain-rs toward tbe.r employers by allowing 
Cassidy to forestall them in their betting, that 
is nut a matter for tbe stewards to deal with, 
althongh interested owners are welcome to the 
inform <tion if they wish it. 

“We be ieve it to ba for the best interests of 
tbe inif that Honck and Cassidy bo expelled 
and that they ba denied entrance o me grounds 
of ibis associdtiou nniier rale 190, which says : 
“ 'The officers or ibe exeontive committee shall 
have power to suspend or exclude from tbe 
stands and giounds improper a id objectionable 
charactf-rs and poisons who i ave be>u ruled off 
the course for corrupt practices on the turf id 
any country so long as the sentence against 
each poisons remains in fores.’ 

“It was claimed that Houck was half owner 
of the horse Jimp. We have carefjlly investi- 
gated this and find tha claim is false. Dr. 
Kindt-r bonght the horse from S M. Marsh for 
$700 at tne request of Houck, who offered to 
taae a half interest lu the horse. When the
